Gen. Lung Chi Kwong Leaves 
For Tientsin 

General Lung Chi Kwong who 
has been gathering "recruits for 
some time left for Tientsin on 
the 28th .of this month, with 
several contingonts of fresh 
troops. The sending of fresh 
troops to the south is significant 
in that, either the powers at 
Peking have decided to have a 
firm hand in that quarter or 
to overawe the mutinuous troops 
there. 

Would Stop Export of Chinese 
Silver Gold aod Copper 
In a meeting of the cabinet 
on the 28th of this month, it 
was proposed to prohibit the 
exportation of gold, silver, and 
copper. This proposal was due 
to the rapid drain on the metals 



of the nation as a result of 
exportations to foreign countries 
where there is a slight premium. 
In accordance with this inten- 
tion, a committee was appointed 
to ask the permission and con- 
sent of the powers through their 
diplomatic representatives. 

China's chambers of Com- 
merce urge internal peace 

Representatives of the cham- 
bers of commerce throughout 
China who recently met in 
Tientsin have submitted to the 
government recommendations ur- 
ging the speedy settlement of 
internal troubles and the con- 
centration of China's thought 
and strength on further parti- 
cipation in the great war. This 
conference met ostensibly to 
discuss the questions of tariff 



revision, on which the commis- 
sion is now working in Shang- 
hai, and the abolition of likin 
(China's internal transportation 
tax). The conference proved, 
however, to be a protest against 
political disagreements, with 
which the people as a whole 
are not in sjwnpathy, deflecting 
as they do national energy from 
the important question of the day. 



Tariff revisiqp commission 
has new Chaifnan 

Admiral Tsai Ting-fen, assis- 
tant director of the customs 
administration and secretary of 
the President's office, has been 
appointed chairman of the tariff 
revision commission now in ses- 
sion to take the place of Mr. 
Cheng Su-chi, who resigned on 
account of illness. His appoint- 



ment is welcomed by the differ- 
ent legations, who have great 
confidence in him, t and it is 
believed that he will be able 
to push the matter of tariff re- 
vision to a speedy conclusion. 
Admiral Tsai was one of the 
first indemnity students to be 
sent to the United States, where 
he attended schools in New 
England. On his return to Chirifc 
he joined the Torpedo School 
atTaku, and three years later, 
on graduation, became captain 
of a torpedo boat. In 1892 he 
was made commodore of the 
Torpedo Fleet. In 1912 he be- 
came vice-admiral. Besides de- 
voting much time to govern- 
ment work, Admiral Tsai has 
made a name for himself in the^ 
translation of Chinese poems into* 
English, and is much sought 
a/ter as a speaker at public 
gatherings.

Hemp Market Disturbed 

Manila hemp dealers are an- 
xiously awaiting cables from 
their representatives in the 
United States regarding the 
prevail ng market prices of that 
commodity. Despite the remo- 
val^ of all government rate fix- 
ing Tn hemp prices, there has 
been very little buying, it is 
asserted by those, in touch with 
the situation. This is due to 



the absolute ignorance on this 
side of the Pacific of all hemp 
prices in the States. The hemp 
dealers are carefully watching 
each other, it is understood, as 
when a firm, commences to 
buy, it will be taken as indi- 
cation that prices have been 
received from the States mar- 
ket by the buyer. 

P. I. Tobacco Gets High Price

the highest price paid was 55 
cents pound, the best price in 
the United States in the early 
part of July being 60 per pound.

Old Political System Corrupt And 

Out of Date. Halfhearted Re- 

forms 

Every reform that has been 
instituted in the nascent republic 
is often carried out in a half- 
hearted manner; it is often 
dropped out at the very incep- 
tion on account of opposition 
from some quarters. So much 
significance is attached to the 
opposition of the ignorant few 
that many innovation which 
ought to be ushered into the 
country are wilfully neglected. 
Corporal punishment, polygamy, 
and the institution of slavery 
are not radically wiped out be- 
cause it is found to be expedient 
to conciliate with the views of 
the old aristocracy. Provincial 
and federal assemblies have to 
be dissolved because of their 
insistence on the right of the 
legislature to supervise the gov- 
ment is derogatory to the dig- 
nity and omnipotence of the 
mandarinate. Foreign-educated 
students are not given posts 
wherein they can show their 
special equipment because they 
come from foreign countries 
which are infected with the in- 
curable mania of "individual 
freedom and equality." The 
oversea Chinese have been en 
gineering all the revolutionary 
movements in China, and there- 
fore in retaliation, diplomatic 
protection is not accorded them 
by the Peking ministry. News- 
papers are "sedition-propaga- 
tors" and for this reason they are 
severely censored: but the vic- 
tims of this censorship are not 
the pro-Sun papers but the 
moderate republican papers 
whose editors write with pat- 
riotism and impartiality. Un- 
disciplined and unprincipled sol- 
diers, like the General Chang 
Hsun rifi'-rafi, cannot be dis- 
banded because their disband- 
m<>nt will be the cause of atro- 
cious excesses and looting on 
the part of the soldiery instigated 
by the disaffected " uchuns". 
We can continue enumerating 
the blunders and excesses com- 
mitted hy the moribund man- 
darinate and still find fresh 
topics for our dissertation. 

No Mandarinate Wanted 

"ih'lemla est Mnmlarinnte." 
This shall be the slogan of our 
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true patriots. Our political sys- 
tem is rotten at the core. Re- 
form shall be introduced; and for 
lack of a peaceful alternative, 
they shall be instituted even 
through the ordeal of "blood 
and iron" — an internecine strife. 
However, revolution is a psycho- 
logical process. It can never ac- 
complish its hoped-for results 
unless the people realizes the 
noble objective for which they 
are fighting and making all sa- 
crifices. No amount of bloodshed, 
no sugar-coated platform speeches 
will suffice to instill in the mind 
of the aristocrats, the mandarins, 
a sense of responsibility unless 
the citizens themselves are wil- 
ling to shoulder the burden of 
supervising the government in 
every detail. In other words, 
they must realize the supreme 
duty enjoined upon them because 
of their suffrage. 
Western Progress Must Replace 
Conservatism 

It is not through a repetition of 
the Boxer tragedy, not through 
the looting and ransacking of 
foreign settlements and churches, 
not through that old game of 
playing one power against an- 
other, which characterized the 
diplomacy of the defunct regime, 
but through those constructive 
processes as educational reforms, 
financial and economic action. 
The number of illiterates, that 
threaten to obscure the glorious 
pages of our civilization, must 
be reduced to a minimum by 
the introduction of compulsory 
education. This will entail a great 
expense which China's present 
financial condition cannot permit. 
So to ward off this obstacle, 
the primitive and antiquated 
system of taxation, the mone- 
tary system, the banking faci- 
lities all must be improved. It 
is only through a relentless appli- 
cation of these innovations to 
the eHeie order that this end 
can be attained. 
Government of Principles versus 

Personal Leadership 

The persistence of personal 
government instead of a govern- 
ment "by the people, of the 
people, and for the people," a 
regime which recognizes "no 
boast of heraldry," "no pomp 
of power" but the supremacy 
of the dictates of principles, is 
a source of China's perrennial 
weakness. That undue conten- 
tedness with everything old, 
selfishly aggravated by the ru- 



lers of the country, has done 
much toward discouraging any 
popular participation in govern- 
ment, and consequently often 
has given rise to autocracy or 
aristocracy. But no man, how- 
ever great and patriotic he may 
be, can fill all the gaps between 
the people and the administra- 
tive machinery. Political astu- 
teness, diplomatic finnesse, stra- 
tegic genius cannot help much 
towards the strengthening of a 
moribund nation unless the men 
at the helm of affairs are elect- 
ed by the people and stand as 
representatives of their ideals. 
European Instances 

Cromwell, with all his states- 
manly qualities; Napoleon, that 
great strategist, whose life reads 
like the Bible, capable of va- 
rious interpretations to some 

he is noble, patriotic, and de- 
mocratic; to others, he is the 
very incarnation of Satan, the 

worst of the autocrats both 

struggled to maintain only a 
meteoric mastery over their con- 
temporaries. With their death, 
England and France reverted 
to their old chaotic conditions. 
The pillars of national greatness 
should be built upon the united 
action of the commonalty and 
not upon the action of one 
alone, however noble and pa- 
triotic the motive that actuates 
him might be. 

Concluding Advice to the Ce- 
lestials 

Such is an attempt to depict 
the stat 3 of affairs in China. 
Such is an expose of China's 
really inherent weakness. China 
is weak, not because of her lack 
of armaments or material resour- 
ces, but because of her lack of 



citizens who are willing to come 
forward to perform his civic 
duty, to criticize the party in 
power openly without any fear 
of penalty, and because of that 
"easy-goingness" inherent in 
the Chinese temperament. The 
mandarins, Yuan Shi Kai, Tuan 
Chi Jui, Peng Kuo Chang, and 
hocus-pocus bunch cannot d^ 
much to harm the country but 
the people, s indefference to all 
national questions constitute the 
real menace to China's dignity. 
If the Chinese are yearning for 
a national rejuvenation, a pol- 
itical millennium, then the na- 
tion as a whole, the rich and 
the poor, the intellectual and 
the unsophisticated, the conser- 
vative and the progressive shall 
cooperate in supervising the 
government. Dreadnaughts and 
torpedoes and all other creatures 
of modern scientific thought are 
nihil and useless unless the 
foundation of national greatness 
is placed on a firm basis. 
Nothing is lasting but the re- 
cognition of their mission by 
the citizens. 

Note: Similar opinion had been 
given by the editor in certain 
vernacular papers three years ago, 
but it is deemed opportune to 
be repeated in view of the poli- 
tical condition in China at the 
time of this publication.

growth of systematized prosti- 
tution in every big commercial 
centre in China has been enor- 
mous in recent years and is 
most difficult to check. No am- 
ount of moral instruction or le- 
gislation can check such a ten- 
dency in a people when it is 
guided almost wholly by economic 
conditions. In a purely Chinese 
comunity of the old order all 
classes are, contrary to foreign 
opinion peculiarly prudish and 
puritanical. Moral laxity is re- 
garded with horror and the very 
terminology of prostitution is 
unknown. It can be imagined, 
therefore, what an effect the 
introduction of highly organized 
vice has upon the general moral 
integrity of such communities. 
As an antidote for the strong 
tendency towards general moral 
disintegration, which is only too 
apparent in the big Chinese tra- 
ding centres, there is nothing to 
suggest but education and work 
for women. China must develop 
industries in all communities 
which will provide women of the 
poor and illiterate classes with 
the means of earning an honest 
living and which will afford the 
growing numbers of educated 
Chinese women from the school 
the opportunities which they need 
to do clerical or professional 
work. 

The only profession that is 
now open to the graduate of 
Chinese schools is (fir h ing. There 
are many other things which 
they might do and are fitted to 
do, but Chinese conservatism 
stands in the way and frowns 
upon innovation*. Girls schools 
are none too numerous, but 
even now the graduates of Chi- 
nese schools outnumber the op- 
portunities afforded them for 
making use of their educations. 
In the large cities where school- 
ing is inexpensive, girls from 
poor and humble families come 
out of schools and find that 
there is no prospect .before 
them except that of marrying 
into some other poor and hum? 
ble family, which may entail an 
alliance with an ill'dnaie work- 
man. One can only teach, marry 
badly or go astray in the in-

Chi- 
nese women do not have suffi- 
cient initiative to make places 
for themselves, so it is the duty 
of those who are encouraging 
education and promoting girls' 
schools to create openings and 
to work in the Chinese business 
communities against prejudice. 
In the country districts the es- 
tablishment of industries in which 
women could be employed would 
be a tremendous boon and in 
seasons of distress, which recur 
so frequently in every one of 
the eighteen provinces, the em- 
ployment of women in manu- 
facturies would make it possi- 
ble for impoverished communi- 
ties to tide over bad harvest 
and would largely check the 
sale of children and young 
women which follows upon every 
famine, flood, or other public 
calamity." 

In the last few years there 
has been a marked increase in 
the number of women employed 
in Japan in shops, offices, te- 
lephone exchanges, and railway 
offices. What is possible in Ja- 
pan is also possible in China 
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Muscovy and Cathay-how they 
formerly intrigued imagination! 
Yesterday we shuddered at 
thought of their power; now we 
know . the stuff of which these 
two snpreme racial failures were 
made: magnificence and misery; 
pomp and poverty; crowned 
heads and bare feet: ruthless 
class and looted masses: night- 
scheming mandarins and day- 
dreaming multitudes; thieves in 
the judgement-seat, grafters in 
the governor's chair, wolves in 
the watch dog's kennel; famine 
above unplowed, unmined bil- 
lions; cowards with a thousand 
ears for doubt and not one for 
ambition; huge reservoirs of 
wasted force; might without or- 
ganization: people without pur- 
poses; blind ogres with papier- 
mache teeth.

Relations 

They have not only not im 
proved the Chino- Japanese rela- 
tions, but are actually injuring 
them for which note the loca 1 
opposition to the Kirin forestry 
loan.

In short 
the journal would hold the 
Terauchi Ministry responsible 
for inviting these suspicions 
and distrusts. 

Japan Rice Famine Serious 

Chinese Help Solicited 
On account of the rice famine 
in the Japanese Empire which 
has culminated in the riots in 
Tokio, Kyoto, and Osaka, the 
Japanese legation in Peking has 
formally presented to the Peking 
Foreign Department a memor- 
andum requesting the Chinese 
government to lift up the ban 
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on the export of rice to foreign 
countries. 

The Peking cabinet is now 
devising a means to relieve the 
island-empire from starvation. 
But there are many obstacles in 
ts way to carrying out this 
object on account of the oppo- 
sition to be incurred. 

Chekiang Army joins Republican 
ranks 

The Military Government in 
Canton, representing all Cons- 
titutionalist provinces, has been 
advised that a part of the Che- 
kiang Army has decided to join 
the Republican ranks. 

China's Labor Union against 
Central powers 

The Chinese Labor Union 
abroad has petitioned the Milit- 
ary Coverment to take an active 
part against the Central Powers. 
It is understood that the South- 
West will pursue an aggressive 
step as soon as possible. 

Prepare Constitution drafting 

Preparation is being made by 
the National Assembly to con- 
tinue the drafting of a perma- 
nent Constitution for the Re- 
public, a task almost completed 
when the Assembly was forced 
to leave Peking on June 12th, 
1917. 

Belief of South 

The South-Western leaders be- 
lieve (hit the election of the 
high office of the President of 
the Republic is a sacred duty 
of a properly constituted Na- 
tional Assembly; that it cannot 
be bartered according to the 
selfish desire of a few military 
governors or commanders; that 
a make-believe peace concluded 
through the division of high 
political offices among the trou- 
b'e-making individuals will tend 
to produce further disorder; and 
that the rebels and traitors to 
the country should be punished 
and not encouraged. 

60,000 tons awaiting tranship- 
ment 

The Shanghai Gazette states 
that owing to the congestion 
of freight existing in Shanghai 
awaiting trans! ipment to Japan, 
the N.Y.K. Co. have placed 
three extra permanent steamers 
on the Japan Shanghai run. 



During this month two extra 
ones . will touch at Shanghai — 
the Tsuruga Maru of 10,000 tons 
cargo carrying capacity, and 
the Inaba Maru holding 3,500 
tons. 

The company expects that by 
the end of August the situation 
will be relieved. At present 
Shanghai warehouses hold over 
60.000 tons of freight awaiting 
transhipment. 

First Chinese Contingent For 
Vladivostock 

According to information from 
Peking, pao Kuei-ching, the Mili- 
tary Governor of Heilungkiang, 
has arrived in Peking. The object 
of his visit is to consult the Gov- 
ernment regarding defence me- 
asures along the frontier. 

The first contingent of Chinese 
troops for Vladivostock left Pe- 
king on the 18th Aug. Further 
troops will follow daily. 

Chinese Military Observer Returns 
from the Front 

Captain Chen Ting-chin, bro- 
ther of Dr. Chen Chin-tao, 
former Minister of Finance, a 
graduate of the West Point 
Military Academy, has returned 
from Europe after having spent 
over seven months in France 
observing for the Government 
the war operations at the wes- 
tern front. He arrived in Peking 
last Wednesday and will not 
return to Europe. His collea- 
gues, who went to Europe with 
him on the same mission, will- 
remain if their expenses can be 
found. 

German agents at work at 
Vladivostock 

German agents, of which Vla- 
divostok is full, made futile 
efforts to fcamper the unloading 
of transports. They twice call- 
ed strikes of the labourers en- 
gaged in handling stores. The 
transports were successfully dis- 
charged by the soldier. These 
agents ha; r e even gone to the 
extent of approaching the men 
in an attempt to dissuade them 
frcm participating in military 
action "for the restoration of 
the Tsar." 

In the absence of any control, 
these agents and agitators have 
a free hand and have sought to 
spread the belief that the fact Plaaa Goiti 



that the American troops are 
still on board their transports is 
due to a mutiny and their re- 
fusal to land. In spite of the 
purpose of the Commander to 
employ Russian labour on the 
same terms and with the same 
consideration shown to American 
labour, it is feared that the 
agitators will force the securing 
of service battalions. 

The strike demonstration failed 
to materialize, on account, of 
discord in the ranks of the 
Bolshevik supporters.

The other candidates 
are: Tso Kwan and Tuan Chi 
Sui. 

Elects New Chinese President 

According- to the latest cables 
received from China, Chu Sai 
Chiong was elected President 
of the Northern Government by 
a very large majority, only ele- 
ven out of the entire members 
of the parliament voting adver- 
sely. 

President Chu Sai Chiong is 
a member of the old school, 
having been a viceroy during 
the Chin Dynasty. He was, also, 
Senate-President during the short- 
lived monarchy of Yuan Shi Kai. 

The election for vice-president 



has been postponed due to the 
inability of the various factions 
to come to an agreement re- 
garding the three candidates, 
Gen, Chang Cholin, Tso Kwan 
and Tuan Chi Sui. 

Cantonese Captures Changchow 

Cantonese troops have cap- 
tured Changchow on August 
30, last, and are threatening 
Chuenchow. The whole people 
of Fukien are excited over the 
fall of Changchow and they are 
in fear of the entire province 
being overrun by Southern troops.

The fall of several towns in 
the vicinity of Amoy into the 
hands of southern troops is 
terrifying the populace of the 
latter. Foreign soldiers have 
been landed to protect their 
people. The Amoyans are barri- 
cading their houses and streets 
and it is feared that a panic 
will ensue. 



Flood in China 

Flood is reported in Namhoi, 
Shuntak, Samsui and Koyiu dis- 
tricts, Kwangtung provinces. The 
dykes have been broken and the 
flood is spreading to the coun- 
try places, submerging crops 
and destroying hundres of villa- 
ges. It is yet impossible to 
estimate the amount of damage 
done and steps are being already 
taken to relieve the sufferers.
